FRANCE,
The Fourth of July in Parls.

The Awmerican Fete of Independence at the
Pre-Catelun, Parle, passed over most success
fullv. Tne wealher, which was very uulavor-
able in the mornivg, cleared up after 12 o'clock,
aund the alternoon was fine, All the prineipal
Americans in Puris were preseot, and, withoat
distiuction of political opinions, fraternized
together, General Dix presiding over the day's
proceeniugs. The Hev, Mr, Kooinson read the
Derlaration of Independeuce, aud was loudly
cheercd, The Hev. Dr. Chapin, of New York,
nest pronounced an oratlon svilable to the

oceasion, and dwelt particularly on the
necessity of forgetting all past differsnces
in a generul leeling of couciliatien, He
also asked wbat flag floated on the

Fourth of July, 1776, by the =ide of the Ameri.
eun stapdurd, when American independence
was proclaimed ! Every one instinctively tuened
to the iricolor. Never, Le added, could the
Americnns forget that Freaeb blood bad Nowed
wita tbhat of their own countrymen on the
battle-fieids oo which the indeperdence of the
Uuited states bad been achieved. The speaker
Was most enthusiastically and mwost deservealy
applanded, Amusements of all kinds had been
organzed for both young and old and a well-

rovided butlet was done ample justice to. At
) o'clock a display of nreworks wias let off. and
in mediately after the ball commenced by
quadrille to the music of the “Eil Ureve.” The

¢ The Favre Ball Fight,

Tie Havre, July 5, correspondeuce of the
Lendon Times thus describes the great bulls
baiting match ju the former city:—

Punctually al 4 a fourish of irumpets ao-
nonuced the commencement, when two gawky
Lorsemen, In spanish costume, on very sorry
B eeds, came in tngging desperately at the reins,
aod rode ghamblinely up tw the Crown box,
doing obe punce to the elilof lheal authority, sud
receiving the key of the bull deor, which was
flupg Jown to buce all braizened with ribands,
Thore was then suother flounsh, and the sorry
riders wade thelr appearavce once more, bul
thi« ime b adicg the whbole corps of petrformers
—the two moun ed pleadors, toe (wo espadas, or
ma adors. and four caw/os, on banderilleros, T'he
wa ko of these men wore the regulur Andulusinn
or Mg aro costume; thelr jackets were one blaze
of vipsel and epungles; they wore embroldered
“gmitls” of varmous colors, stockings, snd
pumps, The infaviry had small pork-pie hats on:
thes waved long and broad cloaks ol scarlet or
Lurl!ll: the mounted men had broad-brimmed

418, and their legs were cased in huge greaves;
they brandished u long soear or pols with a
short, sharp spike at the evd. Taeir horses
were epcumbered with the clumsy Morisco
gaddle, with heavy sbovel arirrups, The horsas

« were tull, lnuk, Spauish jenunets, old, put not
altogether broken down. They came groviag
i with banoaged eves, sopd sppeared hard-
monthed, awkwrid, and not easily handled, All

the cight combatants were soou o their plaoes;

the two preadors, one beliind the other, with
their steeds backing close to the barrler, the
otker men sontwered hiere and there, with thelr
eloaks on their arms, Agaln the trumpels gave
the signal, the orit door was thrown open, knd
the firsy bull bonuded in. The supply of the
gotile, po jar awey from their native Lerds,

Is somewhat sranty, and most of the bolls
are old stagers, knowing und wary, acting
the 'igit ruther than sctually OGgutine. The
courey naness of the helpiess condition ot the-e'
a7, wals, with those round knobs st thewr horns
epds, bas al-o toe effect or Inspir nE Lheir al-
versaries with a coufidencs which decencra es
into carelesspess, & tamliarity which breeds
conten p', snd tukes away not & little of tu.a
intensiiy of tbe beholdera’ interest, Underrsnch
cinditicns bull tight becomes sheer bull play,
The pleadors showed themselves mere banglers
atihe outeel, The bull rashed at the fopemost
of them In his headlong career, snu'yned the
point that was leveled ut his sbotlder, and.
comirg to close quarters, atticked the horse
from underneath with sach  impetus as to

litt both the animal and his  nder
bod!ly, throwing the lafter beswily over
the 'rmrm‘- ears, Our fend the picaler
was s stout mav, and so cumbered and

welghed down by hos grenves thaton losing s
frat be couli do nothivg bat lie Itk2alog,
mensurivg his full lenetn on the =andy floor,
At Ihe mercy even of a bacmless buil, both man
and horre would have fared somewhat inalifer-
ently Ip sach & predicament, but the chalos are
resdy st such jupctures; they throw their clopks
up to the very eyes of the fofuriated brate:
they shout to him, they bewilder him, aod en-
goge bhie attention tl his prosira'e foe hns
erther leisure 1o oe helpel up back agaio futo
his seat or to be moved nwai aching and limp-
ing from the scene of his blonderiog explot.

The publicaution of the Pon ifical Ball ¢ mvok-
ing an Ecumenical Council of the B snoos of
the Cathol ¢ Church on the 8'h of Decewmber,
1869, took place ou the 30th ult,, in the atriom
of the Vutican Bueilica.

Wasamaroy, July 20, —Senator Morgan in the
Senate, and Represeotative DBrooks in  the
House, to day preseut a memorial, signed by
the Executive Committee of the United States
Indiau Commission, of which the Rev. Howard
Crosby, D. D,, is President, aud Peter Cooper a
Vice-President, makiog so earnest appeal for
justice to the remainivg sborig'nal inhabltauts
of the conntry, The memorialists say:—

1t has long beeu the conviction of the humane
smougst us that our Aboriginal Inhabitants
buve been the victims ol great wrongs, craelties,
and oufrage: buct 1t 18 only recently that the
particular nature, the atrocions character, and
the Inghtitul resulis of these cclmes bave been
bronght distinetly beore us, We gtand charged
betore the civilized world, by the tesuimony of
our wituesses, with having been “aniiormly
upjusi to the lodiane;” and it is stated by Gau.
Sherman aud bis associate Commissioners, that
this injuctice bhas been tne cause of all the wars
which they have waced against us, Among the
cliiet canses of these wars waich bave entailed
the loss of maoy lives, and been the preiext
upon which the peuple of the United States
huve been robbed of millions of hard-esrnad
tieasure, we enumerate the lollowing:—

1. The dis<austaction of the (ndisns in con-
sequence of baving comnetimes been betraved
into the cceslon of tueir lands by pretended
ireaties,

2 Tne constant fallure of th= Government to
fultl in good fuith its treaty obligations with Lthe
tribes,

3. The frequent aud unprovoked outrages and

muiders of Ipdipos by suldiers aud white
citizens,
4. Toe impossibility of obtaining |ustice in

leenl Courts, or of punishing white enmiouls,
for the rea-on that the te-timony of Indians is
oot allowed in these Courts,

5. The unlaw ul occupation by lhe whites of
lands noteeded or treated lor.

6, The shametul fact tuat of all the appropria-
tions made by Consress for their beneit, but 4
small patt ever reaches them,

It is al-o stlirmed, by the game anthorities,
thut the Iodiae race is becomine not ouly wo-
rally d« graded, but al-o phys caily undermined,
by ihe n ost loathsome disease which infestsour
civiiization; that oneof the Hoest paysical types
of man ha- already become sertou-l1y enfeepled;
snd that tribes, origiusily comparadively pure,
are fust sinking intc a groesness of vice which
threa ens their utter ext netion, This latter evil,
in nll ite destructive extent, seems Lo be an
mevilable atiendant of the presence of our

roops iu the Inden ro nt-y.  All these, and
many other disgroc ful e, are attested by
respeciable ofticers of the Government, by a
large number of Indian ehiels, and by
many trostworthy private citizens, The
ungrovioked butchery of several hundred
pesceable Indiuns, chiefly women and chil-
dren, by Colovel Chiviogton, as detall ‘d in tne
ofticiel eviden: e above reterred to, I8 enoueh to
brend with last g imlamy any nation thateould
suffer it to pues uppungghed, We re-pectiully
sabmit that it is our na touul duty 1o mukesuch
provision as shall insure the faltuful verlorm-
ance o! our patioasl oblieations. No nation
can salely dgregurd the juse clmims of even the
bunblest class wl It jeitizens, The promise
made by General 8herman to the Indiavs, that
their mghis rbould be respected, and that they
should be justly compensated for the necessary
intringement of shose righte, found an echo in
the uearts ot all bonnrable men. No oation 1s
more :epsitive to the claums and obligations ot
juetice than our own; and we are sure that
when the true history of the Todian's wrongs 1s
lard belore oar countrymen their united voice
wiil cemsnd that the honor and the interests ot
the nation shall no longer be sncrificice] to the
jusatiable lust and avarice of unscrupulous men.

ALABAMA.

@overner Smith’s lasugural Address.

The inavgural address of Governor Bwmith of
Alubama wae delivered on the 14.h. In it he
covera'ulites the people of Alabama on the re-
s‘oraton of the Sia'e 10 tohe Union, Governor
Smith devotes considerable space 1o the con-
#idrration ot the subject ol public education, in
whicth conpection he says:—Ihe firat of these
interests 1« that of education. A sound and
thorough common school system {8 not only
Lthe grest want, but the only hope of the com.
monwealth. We are far behind most of our sls-
ter Biates in this re-pect. Thirty seven thou-
sand and six hundred of the adalt whuite
pepulation of Alabama in 1860, could uot read
avd write, and the colored people are still more
deticient in edueation, The operation of our old
labor syvstem, now happily passed away, tended
uaturally to the production of one class pogsess.
fog lands, wealth, aod education. and of ansther
and lurger clase, poor, depressed, and almost
destitute of knowledge, and desire for improve-
ment, Wich enlarged freedom, and fall oppor-
tuniies for individual development, should
come the most ample facilities torobtaining that
intcrmation which makes a man the peer of his
fellows™and enables him to protece his own
interrsts, at the same time that be is
better fiited to discharge his duties as a citizen,
We must see 1o i, tanat every one in the Siate

ehall have an opportunity of acquiring an
education. For this purpose the expenditure
need not be lavish or exwavagant; but it

should be ample aud veeruogingly bestowed:
the wore ro, as it ia by far the best use to which
tbe publie funds can be devoted. It is true
economy for the State to promote the education
of all her children, for by no other investinent
will ghe so surely and so avundantly be repaid.
The history of the States of the Unton fuilly
proves that the materinl prosperity ol the Com-
monwexlth addvances in the same degres taut
educution is diifused amopg the masses of the
peuple, It is with States as with the pyramids:
the greatest daopger lies at the base. If the
foundstion g nos made secare by the edacarion
of the mnsses who form the basis of the nation,
the whole superstructure must inevitably
crum ble,
